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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 

1. Claims 1-13, 15-27 and 29-34 are pending. Claims 14 and 28 have been 
cancelled. 

Request for Clean Copy of Claims 

2. It is asked that applicants supply a clean copy of all pending claims, indicating 
their current status, in their response to this office action. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

3. All of the prior art rejections made in the 19 December 2003 office action, i.e., 
those in sections 5 -8, therein, are withdrawn in view of applicants' submissions and 
arguments in the response dated 27 January 2004. 

4. The common ownership statement submitted with that response obviated all 35 
USC 103 rejections based on the Moroni patent (US 6,421,145). 

New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-13, 15-27 and 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

What does "melt mixture product" mean? Is the product formed by mixing? 
Melting? Reacting the polymer with the extender? All of these? 
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Please clarify the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. Claims 1-13, 15-27 and 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chen et al (US 5,554,120) in view of Loontjens et al (US 6,228,980). 

Chen and Loontjens are applied as discussed on pages 4-6 of the 19 December 
2003 office action. 

They are analogous because they both deal with polyamide-based polymer 
systems. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ the chain extended polyamides of Loontjens, or analogs 
thereof, to make the medical devices of Chen in order to shorten production times. 
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The motivation to employ the chain extended polyamides of Loontjens, or 
analogs thereof, to make the medical devices of Chen is found at col. 1 , lines 48-52 of 
Loontjens, where quick reaction is taught. 

It is deemed desirable to make medical devices quickly in order to improve 
manufacturing efficiency and profits. 

Response to Arguments 
1 0. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13,1 5-27 and 29-34 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
